TROOPER WRITES HOME 


•e Tellf an Interesting Story of the 


Present Occupation of Cuba 


by Uncle Sam. 


The United States went down to 


Cuba and the .rein* of government 
were banded over to Secretary Tart 
and the paperatold'in bljc headlines of 
the fthow business of officials. . 


The story of the life Of the meu who 


were sent to.'the Inland is another 
•latter. The following letters from a 
Gettysburg tw^glvea glimpse of the' 
men and what they are doing. 


' 'FinarDel Hio, Cuba. 


. . 
Oct. 19, WOG. 


Dear Mother: 


I sent you,, £• souvenir postal up- 


on my arrival in Cuba three days ago 
ao I guess you have that by this time. 
When we landed at Havana we were 
taken by street cars to Camp Colum- 
bia about six inilee from Havana 
where we camped over night. Early 
in the morning we packed up and 
were taken by train to this place. It 
was a great ride, The trains here are 
very ancient. The cars are just like 
ordinary box can. The windows 
have no glass at all, just a flat shut- 
ter. It started to raiti before we 
boarded the train and continued all 
day, the night and part of the next 
day. It rained and blew so hard that 
the train had to wait two hours at a 
station. It was fierce. At one place 
for the distance of a mile the water 
covered the tracks to the depth of six 
inches. 
You might know they ran 


Blow. 


This town is about 170 miles from 


Havana. Everybody talks Spanish. 
The little Cubans run around uaked. 
Their mothers bathe them iu tubs 
right on the streets. 
There are no 


sidewalks here, when a natue comes 
in on horse back to buy anything at a 
store he just rides into the store and 
ties his pony to a post which is there. 
In lots of stores you ha\e to push the 
pony aside before you can get to the 
counter. 
This 
is a pretty little 


"Pueblo" town. The streets are kept 
very clean and e\ery tree lias greeu 
leaves. 


This is the headquarters of the In- 


surrectors or people that are causing 
the trouble but they don't seem very 
fierce to me. Of course the most of 
them are scattered through the mount- 
ains arouod here. They want Cuba 
annexed to the United 8tates and are 
fighting the Cuban Government. As 
I understand it, the Cuban Govern- 
ment pays all the expense of bringing 
us here from the States. 


By the way, we had fine weathei 


while on the boat, it was named the 
Zealandia. I did not get seasick but 
felt pretty bad one day. We left our 
horses at New Port News. 
M Troop 


was to take care of them and 10 follow 
us. Last ujght there came a report 
that one of our horse boats had sunk 
in a storm the other night. 
It was 


not an official report so we don't know 
h'ow true it is. I hope it is not true 
because I would like to have my horse. 
Have all kinds of work to get things 
into shape. It has been oue continu- 
ous move for about two mouths. (jive 
my best to everybody at home.

They were a sorry looking lot when 


we took them oil* the train, iny 
horse wan in good shape, hardly had a 
scratch. Home are in very bad shape 
yet. 
Oue died yesterday from the 


effect* of the trip. 
They hobble 


around on three leg*. It is pitiful to 
look at them. They are doing very 
well and we <ire lucky to have them. 


>t Troo.0 had a.very hard trip on the 


boar with the hvrses. 
They were 


caught ,by that-stbrui and were driven 
three day« bit their course. The hor- 
ses had light partitions between them 
on the boat and when the storm was 
the .worst the boat pitched so hard 
tha( the houses, partitions and every- 
thing piled up in one end of the boat. 
They had to use steam hoists to get 
them1 separated. 


Oner horse madr an extra-ordinary 


'fight for life. He vas undei a pile of 
15 dead horses where he could not be 
reached by the men. 
He wriggled 


himself from under the pile..and stood 
on his feet. 
He is here. now. but 


does n't look like a horse. 'His limbs 
are swollen to about twice their size 
and the hair and skin are entirely rub- 
bed off on his right side. 
'" 


Out of about 360 horses there were 


150 thrown overboard or died since 
landing. 
We lost 18 horses -of our 


troop. E troop lost 82. They didn't 
have many left, 65 tov'a troop. 
E 


Troop's Captain lost a fine black horse. 
It was the first to be thrown over- 
board. Chas. Rose is in my>trpop,,his 
horse is in bad shape yet. He could 
hardly walk from the station to the 
quarters. He puts one in mind of a 
unicorn. All the boys that had pretty 
horses have ugly old plugs now. I 
guess there will be a few that will 
never be sound again. 


When the stock train pulled iu with 


our horses we were all down there. 
When the horses saw us they all 
whinnied. My horse answers to iuy 
whistle and he threw his head up when 
1 whistled at him iu the car. 


A few nights ago we had a false 


alarm. A large number of Insurrec- 
tors came to town and it was rumored 
that there would be au attack made 
on the "Rural (jiuards" (Cuban eol- 
diersi so e\erybody m quarters was 
aroused and animuuitiou was gotten 
out besides the regular amount carried 
and I troop was seut out to guard the 
horses. We slept with our clothes on 
all night but there was nothing came 
of it. Things ua\ e been quiet since. 


Two officers of the Rural Guards 


came here to the Colonel for protec- 
tion, there were about oO Insurrec- 
tors behind them calling them names. 
The Colonel told the lusurrectors to 
get out as quick as they could or he 
would assist them. They went fast 
enough. We cat't touch them unless 
they fire upon us first. 


There are lots of them in town all 


the time. Pack trains go out every 
night with provisions and all kinds of 
things for them. They all go armed 
with 
pistols and "machetes" (pro- 


nounced ma-chetti.) It is about three 
feet long made of steel one and a half 
inches wide and very sharp. They 
cut sugar cane with them on the plan- 
tations. All the rural guards carry 
them too. Most every native from 
little boys up carry knives iu their 
belts all the time and they know how 
to use them. Last night a couple of 
natives had a light and cut each other 
pretty badly. 


At last the suu isshmuiug. Almost 


e\erythiug 1 own is wet and damp. 
You can polish a pair of shoes iu the 
e\ening and the next morning they 
will be co\ered with mold, I suppose 
on account of so much rain. 


From all reports and rumors we will 


stay here at least six mouths, if not 
more, it will not be so bad after the 
rainy season. We will only ha\e the 
heat, dust and uiosqiiitos then, as it is 
it is impossible to sleep without a net- 
ting over you. These mosquitos seem 
to be wiser than the average native 
here, tin asking to be remembered 
to his school teachers he adds) Would 
like to be going to school now, !ust to 
make a noise <and closes) and answer 
swn as a letter looks mighty good 
here. I am well and hope this will 
find all iu good health.

Piuar del Kio. Cuba, Nov. 25. 


Hear lister: 


1 have been waiting for a letter and 


got tired wailing so will write myself. 
I would have written sooner but we 
ha\e been out for live days ou a march 
of alanit 7-» miles. Started last Mon- 
day at 7 a- m. \Ve went from here to 
a little town along the south wast 
called Colonin. It is raijht on a little 
i«y. The main >freet is the water 
iront. \Ve stojiped there one night 
and everybody had a salt water Mvini, 
lic<«ides innumerable nio»|uHo bites. 
We al**» had a breskfaM of line lish 
the next morning. 


Before it got dark my "hunkic" and 


I went to the store to buy n candle and 
we hatl the largest time. \Ve asked 
the man Tor « candle and he *aid. 
•"ye*, yes, me s*av\y." 
Well, he 


brought out an old chair I suppose had 
been in the store since it stancd, but 
we finally made him understand what 
we wanted. 
11 was certainly comical. 


They all talk with their hand* and 
ami" and the motions he went through 
were great. 


From t'oloma we went about four- 


teen mile* inland and camped at a 
ranch house for two nights and a day. 
The ranch is owned by a Cuban family. 
The father etay» in Havana while two 
of the son* ran the ranch. They are 
very rich, Uo« son has been to school 
in the States and can talk good Eng- 
lish. There It no town, only a post 
office. 


The firet night, after supper, our 


quartet got together and tang a few 
•outs. Iu a few minutes wt had * 
large audience. There were native* 
from miles around to hear ut. Wa 
have a pretty good quartet, 1 am part 
of It, and everybody saug good. 
W« 


had a Jlttle music too, One of the boys 
had lib mouth organ with him. They 
certainly enjoyed that. What made 
the bit was the song "Navajo." W« 
had to slug it over aud over. The uext 
night we had a dance iu oue of their 
barns. It wasu't much of a success as 
ladies were scarce but we all enjoyed 
ourselves. They gave us a young pig 
to bring back with ua as we came bade 
here from the ranch. 
It is a very 


large piece oi laud for a Cuban, 200,000 
acres. They have about 50,000 head olf 
cattle. We had a regular picnic on 
the trip.

The roads were dry • which IK tbV 


main thing on' a' ibarch. If it had 
rained we would have been swimming 
yet ou our way back.., From here to 
Coloma we took the military road which 
extends from here to Havana. It is a 
very good road. After leaving it we 
had to pick our own road marching In 
single file, but from the .ranch here we 
took a sort of main road, in some places 
it-id half a mile wide, when a part is 
washed away they drive around it, 
every time it rains a new road is start- 
ed. Fences are few and far between 
so there is lots of room. 


We .are back to the same grind now. 


garrison duty. We may go out again 
before long as they draw maps of all 
the trips and want to get a map of .all 
the island. A commissioned officer 
does the map drawing. We haven't 
beard of any outbreaks yet but when 
their election time draws near there 
may be trouble. They can start any 
time, we have plenty of ammunition 
for them and they won't get it the way 
they want it. 


Our mess sergeant was out today 


looking for turkeys to have ou Thanks- 
giving Day, but he didn't get any yet. 
We are having three squares'a day but 
it is not like home. L Troop is the 
troop that lives the best, if 1 have to 
say it myself but we have a good cook 
aud a captain that looks after the men 
first. Ou our marches he lines up 
with the rest of us for his share of din- 
ner.

THE GOLDEN CROSS. 


Famous Hotel IN Use Old- 
est In Europe. 


The Goklenes Krcuz (Golden Cross) 


at Regensburg (Ratisbou), in B.tvaria, 
is the oldest hotel in Europe. King 
Ferdinand I. baited at it on his way 
to his coronation in 1331, and no other 
hotel in Europe possesses records of 
such great antiquity as the Golden 
Cross at Ratisbon does or can boast of 
having had so many royal visitors as 
have enjoyed its hospitality. The ex 
isting visitors' books, \vhich date from 
1819, contain the names of tn'ore'thnn 
500 imperial, royal and princely per- 
sonages. The room is shown \\here \n 
18G3 the late Prince Bismarck, at that 
time Prussian premier, slept when ht> 
came wifh his sovereisn to hold the 
conference which was the last attempt 
to present war between Austria anil 
Prussia. The negotiations were held in 
the "small hall" of the hotel, under 
the presidency of King William of 
Prussia. The host is equally proud of 
the autographs of Schiller and other 
men of letters which he posbesse';.

The Fruit (Growers' Association of 


Adams county held its r-econd annual 
convention in Fruit Growers' Hull. 
Heiufersvillc, on Wednesday, Thurs- 
day and Friday of the past week. Tlie 
object of thin convention was to pro- 
mulgate the interest ol f r u i t growers 
and to extend their knowledge of the 
care aud cultivation of orchards. It 
brought together the members of the 
association, delegate" from other orga- 
ni/.ations, and a host ol Iruit growers 
from other sections of this and adjoin- 
ing states. The subject of Iruit grow- 
ing and cioselv allied industries were 
thoroughly treated by men ol known 
ability along those lines, special at- 
tention being given to combatting or- 
chard insect pests ; .-.o that this con- 
vention wa» a practical, as well as a 
scientific treat to horticulturists. It 
was indeed ol interest to everybody, 
since all are consumers if not pro- 
ducers of fruit. 


The convention was opened at '2 p. 


in. Wednesday with prayer by Rev. 
John H. Peter*, followed by an ad- 
dress of welcome by the president, 
llobert M. Kldon, iu which he cited 
the very satisfactory growth ol the as- 
sociation and predicted its brilliant fu- 
ture. Mr. Eldon extended a very cor- 
dial greetiug to the \ isitiug fruit grow- 
ers a IK' to those gentlemen who had 
come to address the association. 


In responding, J. Otto Thilow, Phila- 


delphia, referred beautifully to the art 
of horticulture, to its great age as indi- 
cated by'that incident iu the Garden 
of Eden when man was tempted at 
the birth of the world, and to its great 
importance in the domestic economy 
of the future. 
Much stress was laid 


on the duty horticulturists owe to pos- 
terity iu planting only choice varieties 
of fruit, that those who come after 
them may gather only that which is 
good. Special attention was directed 
to the desirability, yea, the necessity 
of co-operation iu order to secure the 
best results iu protecting fruit trees 
from that host of enemies which be- 
sets them ; iu securing best transpor- 
tation facilities, aud obtaining remu- 
nerative prices lor that perfect class of 
fruit which the consumer is justified 
in demanding at the hands of fruit 
growers, and less than which they 
should not be asked to accept. 


Prof. W. F. Massey, editor Practical 


Farmer. Phila., Pa., under the caption 
"Potato Culture iu Orchards," said : 


I know of no vegetable crop better 


suited to the young orchard than the 
early Irish potato crop. It should 
come off the ground by the first of 
August and then you have time to 
seed the laud at once to crimson clo- 
ver as a winter cover and a prepara- 
tory crop for another early crop in the 
spring following. The manurial needs 
of the potato crop and of the apple 
trees are very similar. Both 
need 


large percentages of phosphoric acid 
and potash, especially potash, aud the 
fertilization of the potatoes will ma- 
terially aid the growth ot the trees. 


Few farmers in the North fully 


realize the lavish way in which the 
truck growers of the South fertilize 
the potato crop. Not because of the 
poverty of their soil,for ihese uieu are 
working laud that has been heavily 
manured and treated 
with legumes 


for many years aud is really very fer- 
tile and well adapted to the early 
crops they grow. But on land that 
would easily make 100 bushels of «-oru 
per acre these men never use less than 
half a ton of high grade fertili/.er per 
acre for the early potato crop. They 
must have their crop ready by the 
first of June aud therefore urge Ihe 
growth a? much as practicable, often 
exceeding the above amount.

DOCTORS ARBJHSAGREEIH6 


Oil THE SUBJECT OF VACCINA- 


TION FOR SMALLPOX. 


An Eminent Physician Proclaims 


Vaccination Wrong and Gives 


Strong 
Reasons. 


About eleven yean ago Peuusyl vauia 


paMwd a liberal allowance of Bo-called 
health lawi. 
Among the subjects 


treated was vaccination and it was pro- 
vided that teachers muBt refuse adinis- 
elou of children to nchool except on 
certificate nhowingthat the child has 
been vaccinated. No one HI that time 
questioned that vaccination prevented 
Mmallpox. This law has been specially 
enforced within the last year or so and 
there has grown up a condition now 
tout the doctors disagree upon the sub- 
ject of vaccination. Dr. '/>. T. Miller, 
an eminent physician of Pittsburg 
ha« taken a strong stand against vac- 
cination and there are hundreds of 
physicians who are with him and 
many of them absolutely refuse to vac- 
cinate under any circumstances. 


The law compelling vaccination to 


attend school is now being construed 
so as to give self-protection against 
medicine. 
Attorney-General Carson 


in Sept. decided that if a child .is sent 
home because it'is'not vaccinated, the 
parents cannot be fined for having 
their children out of school. The dis- 
charge of the teacher's duty adds noth- 
ing to the duty of the parents. They 
are free to decide whether or not vac- 
cine shall be injected into the bodies 
of their children. Parents cannot be 
compelled to get their children vacci- 
nated. The compulsory school law 
does not make it obligatory on parents 
to obtain a certificate of vaccination. 


As soon as the public recognizes 


• that the doctors disagree about vacci- 
nation these laws will be modified or 
become dead letters. The December 
"Philistine" quotes the eminent physi 
clan of Pittsburg. Dr. /. T. Miller, as 
follows: 


Vaccination is a crime, not that it 


kills everybody \accinated, but be- 
cause it kills some of them ami maims 
others. I could show you a woman 
the right half of whose lace was. de- 
stroyed as the direct result of blood 
poisoning from \accmation. The s?iirht 
of this unquestionable «iie>fi«invsneut 
should shame every vaccinist hi the 
laud. A boy named Gro-s in Oleau, X. 
V., lost his arm from the &ame cause. 
Those of you who saw JJen Hur when 
it was here will remember the hand- 
some youug man who played Hen Her. 
When the play was taken to London 
the man wa» vaccinated and lost his 
arm as a result. 
In 1838 two soldiers 


of the Twelfth JNew York Regiment 
we re coin pel led to have their arms am- 
putated as a result of vaccination. 
Within the past mouth a child living 
near me died, the cause of death given 
by the two physicians and the coroner 
was blood po-soning from vaccination. 
1 have received a number of letters 
giving accounts of deaths from lockjaw 
from vaccination wounds. These facts 
could be multiplied thousandso! times. 


It has been shown that vaccination 


does not prevent smallpox. 
It has 


been shown that it maims and kills. 
It is also claimed, with sufficient e\i- 
deuce for official decis'ou, t iat it dis- 
seminates other diseases, all of which 
is sufficient to bring it under the con- 
demnation of all fair-minded people. 
Winterburu. in Ins book on vaccina- 
tion, relates an outrageous instance 
whereby a young women's school in 
the State of New York was closed be- 
cause the inmates were inoculated with 
syphilis through vaccination. 


The pro-vaceiuists have arrayed a 


stupendous amount of e\ ideuce in 
favor of vaccination : they point to the 
decrease in the number ol cases and 
claim that vaccination modifies small- 
pox. To begin with, every vestige of 
their evidence is inferential and cir- 
cumstantial, no ouc can ever tell 
whether vaccination ever prevented a 
case of small-pox, for the simple rea- 
son no one can assert that any one 
particular or collective individual is 
goiug to take it. That it has been 
modified as regards numbers and re- 
currences it is true, but'it is in spite of 
vaccination and not on account of it. 
Why do I claim this? Because all 
other contagions have equally if not to 
a greater extent been modified. 


The principle involved in this ques- 


tion is that of self-protection. We are 
vailed upon to combat the aggressive- 
ness of the irresponsible. We must 
defeat the effort of the man who would 
make sick an entire community of 
well people in the tear that a small 
portion of it may >rct s:ek. We must 
denounce the M«-a that a healthy per- 
son is a ineiiance to anybody. We 
must see that our children's education 
i< not predicated on the point of the 
poisoned quill. 
We must see to it 


ihat subcutaneous injection of an ab- 
solute poison cioes aw! lake thr place 
of sanitation aud hygiene. 


We "must declare against super- 


stition as practiced l\v the SJate. We 
must not surrender the richt of pcr- 
sMinal privilege in the selection of our 
food, our religion, our polilus <-r our 
medicine. What does it profit you, if 
by your effort you have gained per- 
fect health when your government 
wmes to you. \ accinates you, and you 
are rendered a cripple. Why should 
you study the laws of health, attain it 
and then have youiwlve* made in- 
valid* b? your officious 
officials. 


Why should you tune yourselves to 
the principles of right living only to 
make a field for the rropagationof the 
varilous filth that has been run 
through a heifer, to protect von, 
against a disease that kills fewer peo- 
ple than almost anv other disease in 
the calendar.
